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1. The Chinese Commmists are building an airficld at Tattun (A. 43), 
apvroximately 10 miles west of Changchun, Manchuria. Construction began 
at the end of November and 6,000 laborers arc employed on the project. 
Approxinately two-thirds of a mile north of Tat'un an underrround hangar 
4s being ‘built which will accomodate 150 aircraft and 5,000 drums of 
rcasolinc o% 


2. The expansion of Sian (108-54, 34-16) Airfiold has been comletec, The 
field is axproximately one=helf mile outside the Vest’ Gate and has tro 
conerete rumvays, cach aporoxinately 13,000 fcet long, 139 feet wide, 
and capable of handling Be29 type benbers.’st At the south end of the _ 
ficld is a gasoline dump painted grey and resembling an ordinary building’ 
from the air. At the northcast corner of the field are barracks, of ‘ices, 
cowerative storcs, and a club house, At the north end of the ficld are 
the control tower and radio room. All munitions for the field are stored 
at a village approximatcly tivo miles to the west. ‘Two battalions of 
Chinese Communist troops ruard the field. 


3. Lanchou (103-1, 36-03) Airfield has four main runways and one auxiliary 
rumvay, their lengths ranging from 10,000 to 1,300 feet. Near the field 
are 8 gasoline dumps, cach with a capacity of aporoximatcly 1 pOOO drums. 
Installations at the field include a control tower, radar, and nicht land 
ing facilities. The ficld is puarded by two battalions of Chinese Corrmnist 
troors.
